4-Way Audio/Video Selector 


OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack 4-Way Audio/Video Selector lets you connect 
multiple signal sources to a TV, VCR, or audio component that 
has a single Input. With your audlo/video selector, you can 
change sources with the push of one of the selector buttons. 

FEATURES 

Four Audio/Video Inputs — let you connect four audlo/video 
components. 

One Audio/Video Output — lets you connect the four sources 
to a TV, VCR or stereo. 

CONNECTIONS 

Connect up to four audlo/video components to the selector’s In- 
put jacks using stereo audlo/video cable (not supplied). These 
cables are available at your local RadioShack store. Match the 
component’s audlo/video output jacks to the corresponding 
jacks on the selector’s back panel. 

The selector’s color-coded jacks make It easy to connect com- 
ponents to the selector: 

• Yellow jacks for video. 

• Red jacks for right audio. 

• White jacks for left audio. 

Note: The selector Is designed for connecting stereo audlo/vid- 
eo components. If your component Is monaural, you can con- 
nect It to either the left or right audio jack, for a single-channel 
output. To get both right and left channel audio, use an audio Y- 
adapter (available at your local RadioShack store) to join the 
right and left audio Inputs together; then connect the other end 
of the Y-adapter to your monaural component’s audio output 
jack. 

For convenience, we suggest that you place a small label be- 
low each of the selector’s front panel buttons to Identify the 
component that you connected to the set of Input jacks with the 
same number. 

Use a stereo audlo/video cable to connect the selector’s output 
jacks to a TV or VCR’s Input jacks. 

Note: For the best performance, use high-quality audlo/video 
cables. Do not use audio cables for video. 

OPERATION 


Turn on the component you wish to operate. Then press the la- 
beled selector button to choose that component. 

Use the component’s controls as you would for normal opera- 
tion. 

CARE 

To enjoy your selector for a long time: 

Keep the selector dry. If It gets wet, wipe It dry Immediately. 
Use and store the selector only In normal temperature environ- 
ments. Handle the selector gently and carefully. Do not drop It. 
Keep the selector away from dust and dirt. Wipe the selector 
with a damp cloth occasionally to keep It looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the selector’s Internal components 
can cause a malfunction and might Invalidate Its warranty and 
void your FCC authorization to operate It. If your selector Is not 
performing as It should, take It to your local RadioShack store 
for assistance. 


Before using the selector, check all connections.
